4,000 CAVALRYMEN 


ENTER MEXICO

San Antonio, Texas, March 15.— 
American cavalry forces numbering 
4,500 men, formed that section of 
the United States punitive expedi­ 
tion reported to have crossed the 
border into Mexico from Columbus, 
N. M ., early today. 
The column included portions of 
the Thirteenth, Tenth. Eighth and 
Seventh 
cavalry, 
accompanied 
by 
two ambulance companies and a field 
hospital company. 
According 
to 
reports 
received 
here Col. George A. Dodd, comm and­ 
er of the Second cavalry 
brigade, 
was in command of the invading col­ 
umn, General Pershing having re­ 
mained at Columbus. 
This was tak ­ 
en to mean that Columbus would »»e 
only the first and not the only place 
where troops would enter Mexico to 
iiunt down Villa. 
When the reports concerning the

were 
taken to 
Major Barnum, General 
Funston’s 
chief of staff, he said: 
"1 can tell you nothing.”
